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Poisons  Legislation 

CHANGES  IN  POISONS  LIST  AND  RULES 

TWO  new  Statutory  Instruments,  the  Poisons  List  Order,  1961  (S.I., 
1611)  and  the  Poisons  Rules,  1961  (S.I.,  1612)  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  sixpence  and  fourpence  respectively)  are  to  come  into  operation  on 
September  18. 


The  new  legislation  gives  effect  to  the 
proposals  announced  during  July  and 
November  1960  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  30, 
p.  125  and  C.  &  D.,  November  26,  p. 
661).  A  number  of  compounds  are  to 
be  added  to  the  Poisons  List  and  to  Part 
B  of  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Poisons 
Rules.  The  substances  affected  and  their 
new  poison  status  are  given  on  p.  234. 


Tablet  Identification 

BIRMINGHAM  HOSPITAL'S  NEW  SYSTEM 

A  SYSTEM  of  tablet  identification  has 
been  devised  by  the  chief  pharmacist  of 
the  Birmingham  General  Hospital,  Mr. 
C.  M.  McArdle,  F.P.S.,  D.B.A.  By  its 
means,  apparently,  tablets  can  be  iden- 
tified in  a  matter  of  minutes  thus  saving 
valuable  time  in  the  treatment  of  pois- 
oning cases.  In  the  past  eighteen 
months  Mr.  McArdle  and  his  secretary 
have  compiled  detailed  files  on  more 
than  2,000  tablets  and  expect  to  have  a 
total  of  at  least  5,000  when  the  scheme 
is  fully  operating.  Identification  is 
visual  rather  than  analytical,  the  sample 
tablet  being  measured  by  a  micrometer 
and  its  diameter  punched  on  to  a  card, 
together  with  details  of  the  colour, 
shape,  any  identifying  marks,  coatings 
and  consistency.  The  details  are  then 
filed  and  can  be  selected,  it  is  reported, 
in  a  matter  of  seconds  when  a  tablet  is 
brought  in  for  identification.  The  card 
also  bears  the  proprietary  name  of  the 
tablet  or  capsule,  its  strength,  indica- 
tions, and  antidotes  (if  any).  Mr.  Mc- 
Ardle hopes  that  the  system  will  be 
adopted  by  teaching  hospitals  and  for- 
ensic centres  and  that,  eventually,  it 
might  be  put  into  general  use  through- 
out the  country. 

Cholera  Epidemic 

BRITISH  VACCINE  FOR  HONG  KONG 

IN  response  to  a  further  request  from 
the  Government  for  cholera  vaccine 
urgently  needed  to  combat  the  epidemic 
in  Hong  Kong  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  26, 
p.  209)  Evans  Medical,  Ltd.,  Speke, 
Liverpool,  consigned  14.000  doses  from 
Liverpool  Airport  on  August  23.  The 
consignment  was  "  shipped "  within 
twenty-four    hours    of    receiving  the 


order  and  delivered  in  Hong  Kong  in 
less  than  forty-eight  hours  after  leaving 
Liverpool.  The  company  has  despatched 
a  total  of  54,000  doses  of  the  vaccine  to 
Hong  Kong  in  five  days.  20.000  doses 
of  vaccine  have  also  been  directly  sup- 
plied by  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co., 
183  Euston  Road,  London.  N.W.I, 
and  also  more  through  the  World 
Health  Organisation.  Although  the 
Government  is  issuing  vaccine  free,  it 
is  reported  that  a  thriving  black  market 
has  become  established  in  vaccine  for 
sale  to  private  clinics.  Where  a  vial  of 
40  mils  was  normally  7s.  6d.  before  the 
outbreak,  the  ruling  price  became  now 
225s.  Some  private  doctors  were  also 
being  accused  of  gross  overcharging  for 
inoculations.  The  World  Health  Organ- 
isation have  also  reported  that  a 
cholera  epidemic  has  broken  out  in 
Kwangtung  Province  of  Communist 
China.  The  outbreak  is  the  first  in  the 
Western  Pacific  since  1958. 

A  Drugs  Burglary 

NARCOTICS  TAKEN.  PROPRIETARIES  LEFT 

A  BURGLAR  who  broke  into  the 
out-patient  dispensary  of  Manor  House 
Hospital,  North  End  Road,  London, 
N.W.ll,  during  the  night  of  August  28, 
took  away  the  entire  stock  of  cocaine, 
morphine  and  pethidine  from  the  Dan- 


gerous Drugs  cupboard,  though  leaving 
behind  the  proprietary  brands  of  those 
substances.  Next  morning  on  the  dis- 
pensary counter  was  discovered  a  col- 
lection of  bottles  that  had  been  taken 
down  from  various  shelves  but  left  be- 
hind. All  were  labelled  with  the  letters 
Phen  .  .  .,  and  contained  such  sub- 
stances as  phenobarbitone  (probably  the 
drug  the  thief  had  in  mind  to  take 
away),  phenolphthalein  and  phenol. 
There  was  also  a  bottle  of  Preludin  tab- 
lets in  the  group.  Again  proprietaries, 
such  as  Luminal  and  Gardenal,  were 
left  untouched. 

1962  Conference

Prescribers'  Journal 

SOME  PREPARATIONS  CRITICISED 

ANTICOAGULANT  therapy,  sulphon- 
amides,  and  nitrofurans  are  the  subjects 
referred  to  in  the  Prescribers'  Journal, 
July  edition.  The  contributors  condemn 
the  use  of  topical  sulphonamide  pre- 
parations, except 
one  containing  sul- 
phacetamide  10-30 
per  cent,  for  use 
in  ophthalmology. 
They  also  state  that 
there  is  no  evidence 
to  encourage  the 
use  of  sulphona- 
mide -  antibiotic 
preparations.  A 
warning  is  also 
given    that  some 


BY  AIR  TO  CHOL- 
ERA VICTIMS  :  Chol- 
era vaccine  being  loaded 
on  to  an  aircraft  at 
Liverpool  airport  for 
emergency  dispatch  to 
Hong  Kong,  where  an 
outbreak  of  cholera  has 
brought  about  an  acute 
need  of  supplies. 
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alarming  side  effects  in  the  central  ner- 
vous system  had  been  observed  after 
the  use  of  furaltadone.  "  When  other 
more  effective  and  safer  drugs  are  avail- 
able, there  seems  to  be  no  valid  indica- 
tion for  using  this  drug."  Under  the 
heading  "  Research  Report  "  mention  is 
made  of  new  forms  of  treatment  to  dis- 
solve intravascular  thrombi  and  the 
possibility  of  injecting  enzymes  to  break 
down  clots  in  blood  vessels.  One  such 
enzyme  is  plasmin,  present  in  plasma 
as  an  inactive  precursor,  plasminogen. 
Plasminogen  is  extracted  from  human 
plasma  and  treated  with  streptokin- 
ase to  convert  it  to  plasmin  which  is 
used  therapeutically.  Chemical  results 
in  patients  with  peripheral  thrombosis 
have  been  encouraging  but  not  con- 
sistent. Its  value  in  other  conditions 
such  as  coronary  and  cerebral  throm- 
bosis has  not  yet  been  finally  assessed. 
After  stating  that  streptokinase  has 
been  injected  intravenously  the  contri- 
butors add  "  other  activators  such  as 
urokinase  may  be  found  to  be  more 
satisfactory."  Streptokinase  is  an  anti- 
gen and  for  that  reason  is  not  an  ideal 
activator  for  clinical  use.  Reactions  of 
varying  severity  have  been  associated 
with  the  use  of  streptokinase  alone  and 
of  plasmin  which  is  prepared  with  strep- 
tokinase. 

Maiden  Voyage 

SHIPMENT  OF  COD-LIVER  OIL 

RETURNING  from  its  maiden  voyage, 
the  Lord  Nelson,  Hull's  newest  and 
most  revolutionary  trawler,  on  August 
23  unloaded  four  tons  of  cod-liver  oil 
from  special  tanks  built  into  the  ves- 
sel's hull.  Due  to  the  present  poor  yield 
of  the  Bear  Island  fishing  ground  the 
quantity  of  oil  landed  is  not  as  high  as 
was  expected.  It  is,  however,  useful  in 
helping  to  meet  this  year's  lower  pro- 
duction which  is  running  about  15  per 
cent,  below  that  of  last  year.  The  cods' 
livers  are  taken  from  the  fish  immedi- 
ately after  the  trawl  is  released  on  the 
deck.  The  livers  travel  by  special  hop- 
per to  the  three  steam  boilers  situated 
under  the  working  deck  where  the  oil 
is  extracted.  The  oil  is  then  pumped  into 
the  four  storage  tanks — having  a  total 
capacity  of  thirty-five  tons — where  it  is 
kept  cold  by  the  sea.  The  rapid  initial 
processing  ensures  a  fresh  high  quality 
oil  free  from  fishy  taint.  It  is  the  only 
polyunsaturated  food  oil  which  is 
wholly  produced  in  Great  Britain  and  is 
readily  available  throughout  the  world. 

Prescribing  Investigation 

MERSEYSIDE  RESEARCH  PROJECT 

LIVERPOOL  University  are  launching 
a  research  project  on  October  1  to  in- 
vestigate doctors'  prescribing  and  the 
drug  houses'  distribution  of  their  pro- 
ducts. The  research  workers  (members 
of  the  staff  of  the  University's  depart- 
ments of  pharmacology  and  general 
therapeutics,  psychology  and  social  sci- 
ence and  two  senior  research  assistants) 
will  investigate  the  factors  affecting 
doctors'  choice  of  drugs  and  the  phar- 
maceutical industry's  technique  in  sell- 
ing them.  Research  will  concentrate  on 
interviews  with  Merseyside  doctors  and 
representatives  and  on  a  postal  ques- 
tionnaire which  is  being  sent  to  the 
drug  firms.  Results  of  the  inquiry  are 


expected  to  be  useful  in  suggesting  ways 
of  improving  the  doctors'  choice  of 
preparations  in  prescribing,  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  effectiveness  and 
economy.  The  project  is  to  last  two 
years. 

Export  Practice 

SATURDAY  MORNING  COURSE 

A  COURSE  in  export  practice  is  to  be 
held  on  Saturday  mornings  at  the  City 
o't  London  College,  Moorgate,  London, 
E.C.2,  commencing  September  30.  The 
syllabus  will  deal  with  export  practice 
and  finance,  the  legal  aspects  of  export 
trade  and  marine  insurance.  The  classes 
are  intended  to  form  a  composite  course 
of  study  and  time  will  be  devoted  each 
week  to  all  four  sections.  Those  wish- 
ing to  attend  must  send  their  names  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  College  on  or 
before  September  16.  Fee  for  the  course 
is  £1  15s. 

Five-day  Week  ? 

CHELTENHAM  PUBLIC  INQUIRY 

TRADERS  in  Cheltenham,  Glos,  have 
been  presented  by  the  local  chamber  of 
commerce  with  a  questionnaire  on  the 
subject  of  a  five-day  week  for  shops. 
Members  of  the  public  are  also  being 
asked  to  fill  in  the  questionnaire  giving 
their  opinions.  Traders  are  understood 
to  have  mixed  views  on  the  subject. 
Some  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
to  close  all  day  on  Monday.  Others 
favour  Wednesday.

Students'  Association 

DELEGATES  AT  CONGRESS 

THIRTEEN  representatives  of  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Asso- 
ciation flew  from  Dublin  airport  to 
London  on  August  31  on  their  way  to 
attend  the  seventh  congress  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Federation,  Munich,  September  1-10. 
The  delegation  included  Miss  Audrey 
Isdell  (chairman  of  education  on  the 
international  executive),  who  presen- 
ted a  report  on  educational  matters  in 
various  countries;  B.  Cahill  (secretary); 
T.  Cashman  (vice-president  and  liaison 
secretary);  D.  Murphy  and  P.  Kilgar- 
riff  (council  members).  On  the  return 
journey  the  students  are  stopping  over- 
night at  Mainz,  Germany,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 1 1  they  are  travelling  down  the 
Rhine  to  Cologne,  where  again  they 
will  also  stay  overnight.

Drug  Purchases 

EUROPEAN  SOURCES  MENTIONED 

THE  Minister  for  Health  (Mr.  S.  Mac- 
Entee),  told  Mr.  R.  Barry  in  the  Dail  on 
luly  27  that  he  had  seen  reports  that 
the  British  Ministry  of  Health  was  con- 
sidering the  purchase  of  three  specified 
drug  preparations  from  European 
sources.  Should  it  appear  in  the  Re- 
public that  the  terms  offered  in  respect 
of  any  significant  commodity  were  un- 


reasonably high  he  would  take  all 
action  open  to  him,  including  similar 
action  to  that  of  the  British  Ministry. 
Mr.  Barry  had  asked  if  the  Minister 
was  aware  of  the  proposed  importation 
of  certain  drugs  by  the  British  Ministry 
of  Health  because  they  were  cheaper 
than  similar  drugs  made  in  Britain. 
Mr.  MacEntee  said  that  drugs  for  the 
Irish  Health  Services  were  purchased 
under  contract  made  under  the  Com- 
bined Purchasing  Acts,  1939.  This  had 
resulted  in  a  supply  of  drugs  at  reason- 
able prices  for  these  services.  The  situa- 
tion was  under  constant  review. 

Infant  Resuscitation 

MEDICAL  FILM  PREMIERE 

OVER  thirty  Irish  gynaecologists  and 
anaesthetists  attended  the  first  showing 
in  Ireland  of  a  twenty-five  minutes' 
film  entitled  "  Resuscitation  of  the 
Newborn "  in  Dun  Laoghaire,  co. 
Dublin,  on  August  22.  The  film  was 
supplied  by  Smith  Kline  &  French 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Philadelphia. 
U.S.A.  It  is  being  shown  by  various 
hospitals  to  medical  staffs  and  students, 
and  will  also  be  on  loan  to  the  pro- 
vinces. The  film  illustrates  the  principles 
involved  in  the  resuscitation  of  infants 
whose  respiration  is  impaired  at  birth. 
The  procedures  shown  are  those  devel- 
oped by  the  special  committee  on  infant 
mortality  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the 
County  of  New  York.  Through  live- 
action  delivery-room  photography  of 
actual  resuscitations,  and  through  ani- 
mation, the  procedures  and  apparatus 
necessary  are  illustrated.  The  Apgar 
scoring  system,  by  which  the  clinical 
status  of  the  infant  can  be  rapidly 
assessed,  is  also  demonstrated,  and  a 
description  is  given  of  the  physiology 
of  pre-  and  post-natal  oxygenation  and 
the  factors  that  may  contribute  to  pro- 
ducing respiratory  depression. 

IRISH  BREVITIES 

THE  REPUBLIC 

Dr.  Edward  loseph  Conway  (profes- 
sor of  Biochemistry  and  Pharmacology, 
University  College,  Dublin),  has  been 
named  by  the  Pope  as  one  of  ten  new 
members  of  the  Pontificial  Academy  of 
Science.  Aged  sixty-seven,  Dr.  Conway, 
who  is  a  native  of  Nenagh,  co.  Tip- 
perary,  is  chairman  of  the  Institute  of 
Advanced  Studies. 

In  the  Dail  on  luly  27,  the  Minister 
for  Industry  and  Commerce  (Mr.  I. 
Lynch),  told  Mr.  R.  Barry  that  the 
prices  of  drugs  and  medicines  in  the 
Republic,  with  the  exception  of  a  limi- 
ted number  of  preparations,  were  about 
the  same  as  those  prevailing  in  Britain 
and  Northern  Ireland.  For  certain  of 
the  excepted  items  price  reductions, 
effective  from  February,  had  been 
secured,  and  there  were  indications  that 
the  import  prices  of  other  items  would 
shortly  be  similarly  reduced. 

The  Minister  for  Health  (Mr.  S. 
MacEntee)  told  Sir  Anthony  Esmonde 
in  the  Dail  on  luly  27  that  he  saw  no 
reason  to  impose  a  condition  requir- 
ing prior  recommendation  by  a  regi- 
stered medical  practitioner  in  respect 
of  insured  persons  attending  an  ophthal- 
mic optician  for  a  sight  test.  Insured 
persons  had  the  choice  of  either  an 
ophthalmic  surgeon  or  an  ophthalmic 
optician  for  such  tests. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

An  articled  apprentice  with  the 
Peterborough  branch  of  Timothy 
Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  Mr.  Eric  C. 
York,  11  Windmill  Street,  Peter- 
borough, has  been  awarded  first  place 
and  a  £100  prize  in  the  company's  ex- 
amination for  apprentices. 

The  Board  of  Trade  is  considering 
an  application  for  the  allowance  of 
drawback  duty  on  imported  unfermen- 
ted  lemon  juice,  natural  or  concentra- 
ted, which  does  not  contain  added 
sweetening  matter  or  spirit,  where  it  is 
re-exported. 

Antigen,  Ltd.,  Roscrea,  co.  Tipper- 
ary,  recently  shipped  from  Dublin  the 
last  of  a  consignment  of  425  cases  of 
drugs,  medicines,  tablets  and  injections 
to  the  Sudan  medical  services  at  Khar- 
toum, completing  the  largest  single 
order  yet  handled  by  the  company  for 
the  service. 

Three  million  doses  of  oral  Sabin 
vaccine  made  at  the  Wellcome  Labora- 
tories, Beckenham,  Kent,  were  flown 
out  recently  to  Brazil,  where  a  mass 
poliomyelitis  immunisation  campaign  is 
to  begin  shortly.  The  vaccine  is  in  con- 
centrated form  and  is  intended  to  be 
diluted  in  Brazil. 

Three  United  States  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  and  their  presidents 
have  been  indicted  by  a  New  York 
federal  grand  jury  on  charges  of 
"  fixing "  artificially  high  prices  for 
and  monopolising  production  of  tetra- 
cycline antibiotics.  The  companies  in- 
volved are  the  American  Cyanamid 
Co.,  Bristol-Myers  Co.  and  Chas. 
Pfizer  &  Co.,  Inc. 

A  general  meeting  of  chemist-con- 
tractors from  the  Executive  Council 
area  of  Monmouthshire  and  Newport, 
held  in  Newport  on  July  30,  unani- 
mously pledged  its  support  to  the  Cen- 
tral N.H.S.  (Chemist-Contractors)  Com- 
mittee in  any  action  they  take  in  dealing 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  withdrawing  from  the  N.H.S.  if 
necessary.  Similar  resolutions  were 
unanimously  endorsed  by  Oldham  phar- 
macists at  a  meeting  of  the  local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  recently. 

Hospital  Abstracts,  the  monthly  sur- 
vey of  world  literature  prepared  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  contains  in  its 
August  edition  four  paragraphs  apper- 
taining to  pharmacy.  One  of  those 
summarises  a  report  in  the  Ministry 
bulletin  "  Abstracts  of  Efficiency 
Studies  in  the  Hospital  Service,"  en- 
titled "  Layout  of  a  Dispensary."  An- 
other details  the  planning  of  a  sterile 
department,  and  is  taken  from  the 
American  Journal  of  Hospital  Phar- 
macy (1961  1,  18,  216). 

SPORT 

Golf. — Irish  Chemists'  Golfing  Society. 
Thirty-four  members  turned  out  for  the  competi- 
tion at  Howth  golf  club  on  August  23  for  prizes 
presented  by  Evans'  Medical  (Ireland),  Ltd.  Re- 
sults: The  Strokes  competition  was  won  by  M. 
Leonard  (22),  on  a  second  nine,  from  J.  Burke 
(12).  both  returning  a  69.  The  Bogey  went  to  I.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

March  of  progress 

An  invoice,  my  dictionary  informs  me,  is  a  list  of  goods  shipped  or 
sent,  with  prices  and  charges.  I  am  old  enough  to  remember  documents  of 
that  description,  which  either  accompanied  the  goods  or  came  by  post  the 
day  following.  They  were  mostly  about  the  same  size  as  this  page  and,  as 
a  general  rule,  they  were  correctly  priced,  correctly  extended  and  correctly 
added.  They  were  easily  filed  for  reference  and,  being  much  of  a  size,  they 
made  a  reasonably  tidy  file  each  month.  They  were  quite  simple,  being 
unencumbered  with  assorted  rates  of  purchase  tax,  and,  by  the  same  token, 
of  surcharge.  Progress  demands  a  streamlining  of  the  whole  process,  and 
mechanisation  has  been  called  in  to  simplify  the  whole  procedure,  and  we 
now  receive  as  varied  an  assortment  of  invoices  as  it  would  be  possible  to 
imagine,  from  a  small  piece  of  paper  about  the  size  of  a  postcard  to 
monstrosities  approximating  in  dimension  to  a  page  from  the  morning 
paper.  They  are  singularly  uninformative.  In  many  cases  the  list  of  goods 
shipped  or  sent,  to  quote  the  dictionary,  is  given  in  a  numbered  code  which, 
however  intelligible  to  the  authors  of  the  invoice,  is  a  closed  book  to  the 
receiver  of  the  said  goods  without  reference  to  a  special  list — which  may 
be  alphabetically  and  not  numerically  arranged — or  to  the  article  itself, 
where  search  has  to  be  made  for  the  code  number.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  machine  which  turns  out  such  material  is  saving  time  and  consequently 
expense  to  those  who  have  installed  it,  but  the  time  consumed  on  the 
deciphering  of  such  a  complicated  and  mystifying  conglomeration  could 
appeal  only  to  those  with  a  love  for  decoding.  It  cannot,  except  by  a  long 
stretch  of  the  imagination,  be  regarded  as  a  list  of  the  goods  shipped  or 
sent.  Surely  the  first  essential  is  that  the  document  should  be  understood 
by  the  purchaser,  but  his  convenience  appears  to  be  of  no  consequence 
today.  The  time  has  come  to  call  a  halt,  even  if  it  means  returning  such 
"  invoices"  for  elucidation. 

Jalap 

I  am  not  sure  if  jalap  and  scammony  are  due  for  deletion  from  the 
next  edition  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  but  the  time  was  appro- 
priate for  a  historical  survey  of  that  group  of  drugs,  and  the  article  by 
Dr.  E.  J.  Shellard  (p.  219  et  seq.)  is  of  the  greatest  value  and  interest.  As 
with  many  other  drugs  imported  from  far-off  countries,  there  is  always 
difficulty  in  tracing  their  origin  and  source,  but  it  seems  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  name  jalap  arose  from  the  town  of  Xalapa  in  Mexico. 
Inevitably,  after  reading  Dr.  Shellard's  article,  I  turned  to  one  or  two 
valued  books  in  my  collection,  to  find  that  "  six  and  forty  sorts  of  this 
beautiful  genus  are  given  in  the  Botanical  Catalogues,  only  three  of  which 
are  native  to  Britain."  In  the  time  of  folk-medicine  in  this  country,  Con- 
volvulus sepiufn  (the  great  bindweed)  was  used  as  a  purge  by  the  poor 
people  of  Northamptonshire.  It  was  boiled  in  ale,  and  by  its  use  they 
"  saved  the  expense  of  the  apothecary."  (Poor  apothecary!  He  has  always 
been  the  labourer  least  worthy  of  his  hire!)  Dr.  Cullen  observed  that  "if 
jalap  be  well  triturated  before  exhibition  with  a  hard  powder,  and  the 
crystals  of  tartar  are  the  fittest  for  the  purpose,  it  will  operate  in  less  doses 
than  when  taken  by  itself,  and  at  the  same  time  very  moderately  and 
without  griping." 

The  last  word 

The  correspondence' published  on  p.  215  between  a  firm  of  business 
advisers  and  the  editor  of  a  Sunday  newspaper  gives  clear  evidence  of  the 
difficulties  encountered  in  attempting  to  rebut  statements  that  clearly  called 
for  an  answer.  By  publishing  the  letters  in  full,  you  have  given  pharmacists 
an  insight  into  the  inner  workings  of  the  Press,  and  it  is  extremely  unlikely 
that  they  will  have  formed  a  favourable  impression.  Stimulated  by  the 
publicity  given  to  the  newspaper  in  question,  I  lifted  a  copy  from  a  book- 
stall last  Sunday  and  read  the  words  "  Frank,  Fearless,  Free "  at  the 
head  of  the  first  page,  but  the  mendicant  in  charge  of  the  stall  demanded 
fivepence.

UNITED  STATES 

A  Tableting  Machinery  Advance 

Described  as  "  the  first  real  innovation 
in  tableting  practice  in  fifty-six  years  " 
a  new  die-feeder  for  rotary  tablet 
presses,  which  enables  dry-blended 
powders  to  be  fed  smoothly  and 
directly  into  the  press  and  tableted  in 
a  single  operation,  has  been  developed 
by  the  F.  I.  Stokes  Corporation,  Phila- 
delphia. Wet  mixing,  drying,  granulat- 
ing, slugging  and  other  preparatory 
steps  are  eliminated,  and  the  feeder 
"  de-aerates  "  light  materials  thereby  re- 
ducing their  bulk  and,  by  maintaining 
a  steady  and  dependable  flow  into  the 
die  bores  under  moderate  pressure, 
minimises  air-entrapment  and  the  con- 
sequent laminating  or  "  capping "  of 
the  finished  tablets. 


Dr.  Salk  Queries  a  "Sabin"  Finding 

A  resolution  supporting  the  wide- 
spread use  of  Sabin  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  was  adopted  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  at  its  convention 
in  New  York  on  June  28.  After  the 
resolution  had  been  passed  without  dis- 
cussion, a  telegram  was  received  from 
Dr.  Jonas  Salk  questioning  the  find- 
ings of  a  Committee  of  the  Association 
that  had  previously  reported  the  Sabin 
vaccine  to  be  superior  to  the  Salk  vari- 
ety, which  had  to  be  injected.  Dr.  Salk 
urged  that  further  study  should  be 
be  given  to  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  drugs,  which  he  suggested  had 
gone  beyond  its  jurisdiction.  "  The  im- 
plication that  all  the  vaccination 
against  polio  already  applied  needs  to 
be  redone  with  another  vaccine  pre- 
paration will  be  difficult  for  the  public 
to  understand  in  the  face  of  their  own 
experience   and   will    be   difficult  for 


health  officers  and  others  to  help  justify 
and  to  support."  In  recommending  the 
use  of  Sabin  vaccine,  the  A.M. A.  com- 
mittee had  urged  that  it  should  be  given 
even  to  people  who  had  already  re- 
ceived Salk  vaccine. 

AUSTRALIA 

Salk  Vaccine  Retained 

A  spokesman  for  the  Australian  De- 
partment of  Health  stated  in  Canberra 
recently  that  Australia  would  not 
give  up  the  use  of  the  Salk  vaccine 
against  polio,  at  least  for  the  present. 
He  was  commenting  on  a  statement  that 
the  British  Ministry  of  Health  had  ap- 
proved for  sale  throughout  the  world 
an  oral  vaccine  against  polio.  He  said 
the  vaccine  had  proved  efficient  and 
safe,  and  that  important  sections  of  the 
medical  profession  in  Australia  and 
elsewhere  still  had  some  reservations 
about  the  efficiency  of  live  vaccines. 


POISONS  LAW  CHANGES 

Additions  to  the  Fourth  Schedule 


CHANGES  in  the  Poisons  List  and 
Poisons  Rules  are  to  come  into  operation 
on  September  18  (see  p.  231).  The  sub- 
stances affected  and  the  new  poison 
status  are  given  in  the  table  below.  An 
asterisk  indicates  a  change  in  nomen- 
clature from  a  previous  entry;  italics, 
amendments  to  a  previous  entry. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  entry  in 
the  Poisons  List  and  the  Fourth  Sche- 
dule to  the  Poisons  Rules  relating  to 
androgenic  and  oestrogenic  substances 
is  to  be  extended  to  include  progesta- 
tional substances.  The  exemption  in  re- 
spect of  those  substances  when  intended 
for  external  application  only  and  as 
feeding  stuffs  is  to  be  similarly  exten- 
ded. Demecarium  bromide  will  be 
added  to  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  and 
to  the  First  Schedule  and  Part  A  of  the 
Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Poisons  Rules. 
The  Third  Schedule  exemption  in  re- 
spect of  sodium  nitrite  is  to  be  amended 
to  read,  "  substances  other  than  pre- 


parations more  than  0-1  per  cent,  of 
sodium  nitrite  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  or  mice."  The  control  which  has 
been  exerted  in  respect  of  the  alkaloids 
of  rauwolfia  is  to  be  extended  to  in- 
clude their  derivatives,  and  salts  of 
their  derivatives.  The  phenothiazine 
derivative  dimethoxanate  and  its  salts 
are  to  be  exempt  from  control.  The 
compound  is  essentially  a  cough  de- 
pressant. The  entries  relating  to  the 
active  principles  of  the  suprarenal 
gland  and  their  salts  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  List  will  be  amended  to  refer 
only  to  the  active  principles  of  the 
medulla  of  the  gland  and  their  salts, 
and  those  substances  are  to  be  added 
to  Part  B  of  the  Fourth  Schedule  to 
the  Rule  with  exemption  for  prepara- 
tions intended  for  external  application 
only,  and  inhalants  containing  them. 
The  entry  relating  to  the  active  princi- 
ples of  the  pituitary  gland  is  to  be 
deleted  from  the  Seventh  Schedule  to 


the  Poisons  Rules;  the  labelling  re- 
quirements under  the  Therapeutics  Sub- 
stances Act  are  now  all  that  apply. 
Changes  in  the  Seventh  Schedule  bring 
endothal,  azinphos-methyl  and  phos- 
phamidon  within  the  group  of  products 
that  must  be  labelled  "  Caution,  this 
substance  is  poisonous.  Inhalation  of 
this  vapour,  mist,  spray  or  dust  may 
have  harmful  consequences.  It  may  also 
be  dangerous  to  let  it  come  into  contact 
with  the  skin  or  clothing."  The  same 
compounds  are  to  be  included  in  the 
Eighth  Schedule  and  required  to  be 
specially  labelled  when  they  are  trans- 
ported. 

Listed  sellers  may  only  sell  those  com- 
pounds as  preparations  for  use  in  agri- 
culture and  horticulture,  and  only  to 
persons  in  the  business  of  agriculture 
and  horticulture,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
that  business.  Azinphos-methyl  and 
phosphamidon  are  to  be  coloured  be- 
fore sale  in  certain  cases.

A  Precaution  Against  Theft 

Sir, — A  thief  is  at  work  in  the  Lon- 
don area  and  his  method  is  to  telephone 
a  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  pretend- 
ing to  be  a  well-known  photographic 
dealer  and  order  goods  to  be  sent  to  a 
private  address,  which  turns  out  to  be  a 
'.'  collect  "  address.  In  spite  of  every 
precaution  that  we  have  taken  to  check 
the  validity  of  such  orders,  we  and 
other  manufacturers  have  been  caught 
in  this  way  recently.  In  future  we  shall 
not  dispatch  goods  to  a  private  address 
until  we  have  received  a  signed  order 
sheet  from  the  customer  who  must,  of 
course,  have  an  account  with  us.  We 
regret  having  to  take  this  measure  but 
it  appears  to  be  the  only  way  to  prevent 
the  thief  from  being  successful.

MANCHESTER  ANALYST'S  REPORT 

Comments  on  "  slimming  tablets,"  iodine  and  "  Indian  brandee  " 


THE  public  analyst  of  the  City  of  Man- 
chester Health  Department  (Mr.  A.  N. 
Leather),  in  his  report  for  1960  com- 
ments on  an  advertisement  for  "  slim- 
ming tablets"  seen  by  a  sampling  officer 
in  a  pharmacist's  window.  When  asked 
for  in  the  shop,  they  were  offered  to 
him  as  "Formula  120  Tablets."  The 
tablets  were  in  a  bottle  having  a  printed 
label  bearing  a  declaration  of  the  quan- 
tities of  the  active  ingredients  and  a 
recommended  dose.  The  report  states 
that  the  results  of  analysis  "  were  not 
incompatible "  with  the  composition 
stated.  One  ingredient  was  bladder- 
wrack  (Fucus  vesiculosus)  extract,  for- 
merly suggested  for  certain  types  of 
obesity  (B.P.C.  1934)  and  various  pur- 
gatives in  sub-minimal  doses,  together 
with  a  stomachic  bitter.  A  second  (dif- 
ferent) product  in  tablet  form,  pur- 
chased from  ano'her  shop,  had  a 
label  with  the  words  "  for  the  trea'ment 
of  obesity  "  and  gave  a  dosage  and  a 
statement  of  ingredients  with  quantities 
(again  bladderwrack  and  purgatives  in 
sub-minimal  doses). 

Society's  View  Sought 

In  both  instances  the  circumstances 
were  reported  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  with  a  request  to  consider 
whether  the  sale  of  the  respective  pro- 
ducts "was  in  accordance  with  the  ethi- 
cal standards  of  the  Society."  Accord- 
ing to  the  report  the  Society  replied 
by  indicating  that  in  their  view  the  sale 
of  slimming  drugs  should  be  discour- 
aged and  that  they  would  be  making 
representations  to  the  pharmacist  who 
sold  the  first  preparation.  The  sampling 
officer  later  observed  that  the  advertise- 
ment had  been  removed. 

Referring  to  the  second  preparation, 
the  Society  pointed  out  that  no  qualified 
pharmacist  was  employed  in  the  shop 


where  it  was  sold  and  that  responsibil- 
ity rested  on  the  manufacturers. 

Analysis  of  an  informal  sample  of 
tincture  of  iodine  revealed  that  it  con- 
tained 3-9  per  cent,  of  iodine  and  3-9 
per  cent,  of  potassium  iodide.  The 
B.P.  standard  requires  2-5  per  cent,  of 
each,  that  is  an  excess  of  56  per  cent, 
of  each  ingredient  was  present.  A  for- 
mal sample  from  the  same  source  was 
requested  and  was  found  to  contain 

2-  8  per  cent,  of  iodine  and  2-8  per  cent, 
potassium  iodide — "  only  slightly  "  out- 
side the  official  limits  (2-4  to  2-7  per 
cent.).  The  sample  was  recorded  as  un- 
satisfactory, and  a  caution  administered. 

The  Missing  Constituent 

An  informal  sample  of  Indian  bran- 
dee  was  submitted  in  the  packer's  orig- 
inal (one-ounce)  bottle,  bearing  a  label 
with  the  wording  including  the  descrip- 
tion "  Indian  Brandee "  and  a  list  of 
quantitative  particulars  as  follows : 
"Formula:    Tinct.   Cardam  Co.  BP.. 

3-  75;  Sp.  Aether.  Nitros.  B.P.C,  15-0: 
Tinct.  Capsici  Cone,  0-31;  Syr.  B.P.  to 
100-0.  Analysis,  however,  revealed  a 
total  absence  of  ethyl  nitrite.  The  per- 
centage of  alcohol  found  indicated  that 
the  declared  proportion  of  nitrous  ether 
was  probably  added  when  the  mixture 
was  made  and  the  report  infers  that  the 
plastic  screw-stopper  with  glazed-card 
liner  was  "  quite  inadequate  "  to  retail 
the  ethyl  nitrite  vapour.  The  manufac- 
turer was  interviewed  and  a  caution 
administered.  He  took  the  view  that  the 
composition  of  the  product  followed 
established  traditional  lines  and  agreed 
that,  if  he  chose  to  continue  selling  the 
product  with  the  same  label,  he  must 
improve  its  keeping  quality.  Such 
methods  as  refrigerated  storage  and  the 
airtight  sealing  of  bottles  were  sug- 
gested.

Too  Busy  to  Bother 

Charged  at  Boston,  Lines,  borough 
magistrates'  court  on  August  22,  with 
selling  a  poison,  namely  phenol,  con- 
tained in  a  bottle  of  San  Izal,  without 
having  his  name  on  the  local  authority's 
list  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  with 
failing  to  have  the  name  of  the  seller 
and  the  address  of  the  premises  where 
the  poison  was  sold  on  the  bottle.  John 
William  Clark,  grocer,  17a  George 
Street,  Boston,  was  fined  £3  on  the 
first  charge  and  £2  on  the  second.  He 
was  also  ordered  to  pay  £6  6s.  special 
costs  to  cover  analyst's  fees.  Accord- 
ing to  the  prosecution,  Clark's  name 
had  been  on  the  County  Council's  list 
but  was  removed  more  than  a  year 
before  the  offences  took  place  as  he 
had  failed  to  renew  his  application  for 
his  name  to  be  retained.  He  was  alleged 
to  have  said  that  he  was  "  too  busy  to 
bother  with  the  letters  received  from 
the  Council." 

Stole  Pethidine  Ampoules 

An  acting  ward  sister  at  Selly  Oak  hos- 
pital who  confessed  that  when  a  drug 
had  "  got  hold  of  her  "  she  was  unable 
to  manage  without  it,  pleaded  guilty 
at  the  Birmingham  magistrates'  court 
on  August  22,  to  a  charge  of  stealing 
seven  ampoules  of  pethidine.  She  was 
Mrs.  Catherine  Dobson  Bennett,  Elm- 
don  Road,  Selly  Oak,  who  was  fined 
£10  for  stealing  the  drug  and  a  further 
£30  for  the  consequent  breach  of  con- 
ditional discharges  for  offences  at  Lam- 
beth last  year,  when  she  was  .dealt  with 
for  stealing  prescription  forms,  obtain- 
ing drugs  by  false  pretences  and 
attempting  to  do  so.  Mr.  R.  M.  Dun- 
stan.  prosecuting,  said  that  as  acting 
ward  sister  Mrs.  Bennett  had  charge  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  cupboard.  When 
the  police  made  inquiries  after  the 
chief  pharmacist  at  the  hospital  had 
noted  the  unusual  quantity  of  pethidine 
used  in  her  ward  Mrs.  Bennett  gave  the 
police  some  ampoules  and  a  hypoder- 
mic syringe  saying  that  it  had  all  started 
about  a  month  ago,  when  she  had  a  lot 


of  internal  pain.  Mr.  Dunstan  explained 
that  pethidine  produced  a  feeling  of 
well-being.  In  a  statement,  he  said,  Mrs. 
Bennett  said  she  felt  much  better  after 
the  pethidine  but  after  about  a  week 
got  into  the  habit  of  taking  it.  She  was 
very  sorry  for  what  had  happened  but 
said  that  after  the  drug  "  got  hold  of 
her "  she  was  unable  to  manage  with- 
out it.  Mrs.  Bennett  pleaded  guilty 
through  her  solicitor,  Mr.  Howard 
Baker,  who  said  she  had  only  taken 
the  drug  in  order  to  "  ginger  herself 
up "  to  do  an  arduous  job  when  she 
was  feeling  weak  after  an  illness.  Mr. 
A.  P.  Morely,  the  chairman,  warned 
Mrs.  Bennett  that  she  was  starting  a 
train  of  disaster  which  would  end  in 
prison.  He  hoped  the  hospital  authori- 
ties would  help  her  to  face  her  trouble.

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FIGURES  IN  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  WORLD 


Dr.  DAVID  TRAIN 


IN  the  spirit  of  accepting  a  challenge 
to  move  forward  to  new  achieve- 
ments, Dr.  David  Train,  currently  a 
reader  in  pharmaceutics  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  London,  is  shortly  entering  into 
the  partnership  of  Cremer  &  Warner, 
consulting  chemical  engineers.  That  is 
a  loss  to  academic  pharmacy  but  not  to 
pharmacy  as  a  whole,  for  he  intends 
to  continue  to  take  an  active  interest  in 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
of  which  he  is  at  present  one  of  the 
joint  honorary  secretaries.  Throughout 
his  career  in  pharmacy — and  even  now 
he  is  only  forty-two — Dr.  Train  has 
increased  in  stature  by  rising  to  chal- 
lenges. 

The  first  example  of  that  facet  of  his 
character  occurred  at  an  early  stage. 
Having  matriculated  from  the  Lady 
Hawkins'  Grammar  School,  Kington, 
Herefords,  when  only  fifteen,  he  en- 
tered into  a  pharmaceutical  apprentice- 
ship locally  in  1935.  To  pass  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Preliminary  Scien- 
tific examination  was  impossible  except 
by  full-time  study.  In  the  absence  of 
local  facilities  he  overcame  the  handi- 
caps of  location  and  economics  by  pass- 
ing the  Intermediate  examination  for  a 
B.Sc.  degree  by  private  study,  thus  gain- 
ing exemption  from  the  former  exami- 
nation. War  broke  out  in  1939  and 
Train,  a  member  of  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Brigade,  volunteered  for  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps,  and  was 
accepted,  though  at  the  end  of  the  year 
he  was  "  released "  to  complete  his 
studies.  Enrolling  at  Bristol  as  a  phar- 
macy student  under  the  late  Mr.  D.  J. 
Williams  in  the  school  of  pharmacy  of 
the  Merchant  Venturers'  Technical  Col- 
lege, Bristol,  he  was  advised  to  sit  for  a 
Fairchild  Scholarship,  which  he  gained 
(in  the  last  year  it  was  awarded).  He 
was  recommended  by  Mr.  Williams  and 
Mr.  W.  Cooper — most  unselfishly  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  sacrifice  of 
kudos  to  their  own  school  of  pharmacy 
— to  transfer  to  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety's school  (then  at  Cardiff)  and 
enter  the  B.Pharm.  course,  which  Train 
successfully  completed  in  1942.  Re- 
entering the  R.A.M.C.  he  was  soon 
commissioned  as  a  stretcher-bearer  offi- 
cer, saw  field-ambulance  service  with 
the  fifty-third  Welsh  Division,  and 
gained  the  Military  Cross. 

Released  from  the  Army  in  1945,  he 
returned  to  "  the  Square "  to  become 
an  assistant  lecturer  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  University  of  London.  Pro- 
fessor Berry  then  invited  him  to  accept 
a  new  challenge — that  of  equipping 
himself  to  apply  engineering  principles 
to  pharmaceutical  procedures.  That  in- 
volved reading  for  a  degree  in  Chemical 
Engineering,  for  which  purpose  he  was 
given  three  years'  leave  of  absence  from 
the  school,  graduating  with  first-class 
honours  in  1949.  He  returned  to  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  as  a  lecturer,  and 
with  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
curriculum  in  pharmaceutical  engineer- 
ing of  which  he  was  one  of  the  four 
"  architects."  By  part-time  research  at 
the  Imperial  College  he  worked  for  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  chemical  engineering, 
awarded  in  1956,  in  the  field  of  powder 
compaction.  The  following  year  brought 
him  in  turn  recognition  as  a  Teacher  of 


the  University,  Fellowship  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  Associate  Mem- 
bership of  the  Institute  of  Chemical 
Engineers,  and  the  Junior  Monlton 
medal  of  the  Institute  of  Chemical  En- 
gineers. In  1959  he  was  appointed 
Reader  in  Pharmaceutics  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  London.  Most  of  his  published 
papers  have  been  related  to  the  subject 
of  powder  technology.  Their  titles  in- 
clude :  "  The  Transmission  of  Forces 
through  a  Powder  Mass  during  the  Pro- 
cess of  Pelleting";  "A  Contribution  to 
Powder  Compaction  Theory  by  the 
Pressing  of  Regular  Arrangements  of 
Spheres"  (with  J.  N.  Carrington); 
"  Some  Fundamental  Studies  in  the 
Cold  Compaction  of  Plastically  De- 
forming Solids "  (with  J.  A.  Hersey). 
In  1959  he  lectured  on  the  subject  to 
the  first  industrial  pharmaceutical  re- 
search conference,  Wisconsin,  U.S.A., 
and  presented  a  paper  on  "  The  Mixing 
of  Pharmaceutical  Solids "  to  the  Sci- 
entific Section  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association  Convention  in 
Cincinnati.  In  May  1960  he  gave  an 
address  on  the  same  subject  to  an  even- 


ing meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  Great  Britain  and  contributed 
to  a  symposium  on  powders  in  industry 
organised  by  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry. 

If  he  were  abandoning  pharmacy  now 
for  chemical  engineering  he  would  still 
be  entitled  to  claim  that  he  had  made  a 
contribution  to  its  advancement  worthy 
to  stand  permanent  comparison  with 
what  most  members  could  achieve  in  a 
full  lifetime.  But,  as  has  been  said,  he  is 
not.  Since  1958,  when  he  first  became 
one  of  the  general  secretaries  of  the 
conference,  he  has  had  a  clear  concept 
of  the  importance  of  the  conference  to 
the  whole  public  esteem  in  which  phar- 
macy is  held,  coupled  with  an  ap- 
proachability  and  efficiency  that  have 
added  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  those 
taking  part.  By  reflected  prestige  his 
new  role  may  add  something  to  phar- 
macy's reputation  even  in  diverting  him 
from  an  entirely  pharmaceutical  occu- 
pation. That  he  is  prepared  to  continue 
to  give  freely  of  his  executive  and  ad- 
visory abilities  is  something  which  the 
Conference  Executive  may  well  count 
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as  an  asset  that  will  grow,  not  diminish 
in  value.  To  wish  him  success  in  his 
new  career  is  not,  therefore,  to  wish  him 
goodbye.  By  virtually  initiating  the 
study  of  pharmaceutical  engineering  and 
raising  it  to  the  status  of  a  subject  in 


its  own  right  he  has  proved,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  one  of  the  leading  prac- 
titioners in  the  field  of  "  pure  ','  chemi- 
cal engineering  that  his  distinctively 
pharmaceutical  approach  has  advan- 
tages to  offer  to  that  older  and  estab- 


lished speciality.  His  continuing  foot- 
hold in  scientific  pharmacy  should  also 
help  to  ensure  an  enrichment  of  it  with 
the  knowledge  and  experience  he  has 
acquired  in  a  different  if  related  tech- 
nology. 


U.S.  Manufacturer  Opens  Dublin  Factory 

PRODUCTION  FOR  EXPORT  AND  DOMESTIC  MARKETS 


THE  new  factory  of  Warner-Lambert 
(Ireland),  Ltd.,  at  Blackrock,  co.  Dub- 
lin, is  the  first  of  United  States  origin 
to  be  established  in  the  Republic  of 
Ireland.  Most  of  the  big  American 
pharmaceutical  firms  have  distribution 
establishments  in  Dublin,  but  no  others 
have,  like  Messrs.  Warner-Lambert, 
gone  to  the  length  of  spending  around 
£30.000  to  build  and  equip  a  modern 
factory  in  the  territory. 

African  Markets  in  View 

For  many  years  now  the  company 
has  been  doing  business  in  the  Repub- 
lic. Sales  in  the  twenty-six  counties  are 
not  inconsiderable  but,  in  step  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Irish  Government,  the 
company  hopes  to  develop  an  export 
business  from  Blackrock,  particularly 
with  the  new  and  developing  African 
countries.  Market  research  with  that 
in  view  is  under  way. 

Only  a  few  minutes'  drive  off  the 
main  Dublin-Bray  road,  the  new  fac- 
tory is  located  on  two  acres  of  land, 
with  space  to  add  another  unit,  or  even 
two,  to  the  present  factory.  The  con- 
temporary lines  of  the  main  building 
are  enhanced  by  beds  of  flowers.  Mr. 
Liam  V.  Nolan  (general  manager  at  the 
factory)  is  known  to  many  Irish  phar- 
macists. For  many  years  he  represen- 
ted F.  W.  Hampshire  &  Co..  Ltd.,  on 
the  road,  later  becoming  the  company's 
general  manager.  All  of  the  personnel 
employed  at  the  unit  are  Irish.  Mr. 
Sean  Schutte,  B.Sc,  superintends  pro-

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Poisons  Law  Changes 

Having  previously  campaigned  for  a  period  of  delay 
before  new  poisons  legislation  takes  effect  so  that  all 
sectors  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  may  make  any 
necessary  arrangements  regarding  labelling,  etc.,  to 
comply  with  the  new  legislation,  we  were  pleased  to 
note  that  the  Poisons  Rules,  1961,  and  the  Poisons  List 
Order,  1961,  are  not  to  come  into  operation  until  Ssp- 
tember  18.  We  would  also  congratulate  those  respon- 
sible for  adopting  a  practice — used  for  some  time  in 
certain  purchase-tax  revisions — of  using  a  heavy  type  to 
distinguish  substances  appearing  under  a  new  name 
from  amendments  to  existing  entries. 

Pharmaceutical  legislation  is  a  complex  subject,  em- 
bracing as  it  does  legal  and  pharmaceutical  technicali- 
ties, and  anything  that  helps  to  unravel  its  mysteries  is 
appreciated.  If  it  was  considered  essential  to  control 
androgenic  and  oestrogenic  substances  by  including  them 
in  Part  B  of  the  Fourth  Schedule,  then  the  extension  of 
the  control  to  include  progestational  substances  cannot 
but  be  regarded  as  a  logical  step.  The  inclusion  of  the 
derivatives  of  the  rauwolfia  alkaloids  must  also  be  con- 
sidered in  the  same  way,  in  view  of  their  inherent 
characteristics.  So  far  as  we  are  aware,  no  similar  case 
can  be  made  out  for  the  Fourth  Schedule  controls 
placed  upon  supplies  of  the  active  principles  of  the 
suprarenal  gland  medulla  or  the  active  principles  of  the 
pituitary  gland,  with  exceptions  for  preparations  in- 
tended for  external  application  only,  and  inhalants. 
Preparations  of  those  substances  have  been  issued  for 
many  years  without  any  apparent  signs  of  misuse. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  many  are  potent  therapeutic 
agents,  but  mere  potency  should  not  be  the  criteria 
whether  or  not  a  substance  should  be  included  in  the 
Fourth  Schedule. 

The  changes  that  are  to  become  effective  in  September 
mostly  affect  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  and  the  Fourth 
Schedule,  and  were  announced  as  proposals  during  July 
and  November  1960.  In  November  it  was  stated  that 
the  preparation  of  the  Statutory  Instruments  was  de- 
layed because  "  other  changes  seemed  imminent."  The 
further  delay  of  ten  months  hardly  reinforces  the  case 
for  the  necessity  for  the  additional  restrictions. 

Overseas  Trade  in  July 

United  Kingdom  exports  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medi- 
cinal preparations  continued  to  make  progress  in  July 
and  at  £4,156,387  were  at  their  highest  level  for  any 


month  with  the  exception  of  two  months  in  1960,  when 
the  figures  were  distorted  by  goods  delayed  through  the 
strikes  at  the  docks. 

According  to  the  detailed  trade  statistics  for  July,  just 
published,  export  values  of  alkaloids  and  hormones  were 
at  peak  levels,  whilst  those  of  other  medicinal  items  (see 
table)  varied  little  from  previous  months. 

The  largest  market  for  prepared  medicines  was  again 
Australia,  the  value  of  shipments  during  July  being 
£333,548,  which  was  £30,000  more  than  in  July  1960. 
The  total  for  the  seven  months  of  1961,  however,  is 
trailing  behind  the  equivalent  period  of  last  year  by 
about  £70,000.  Elsewhere  in  the  sterling  area  New 
Zealand's  purchases  in  July  valued  at  £209,668,  Nigeria's 
at  £227,568  and  the  Irish  Republic's  at  £175,123,  all 
showed  substantial  rises  not  only  in  the  month  but  in 
the  seven  months  of  1961.  Higher  exports  were  also 
made  to  the  Common  Market  countries,  in  particular 
France  and  Belgium.  Amongst  the  Outer  Seven,  sales  to 
Denmark  continued  to  regain  the  ground  lost  last  year, 
while  Finland's  purchases  are  also  running  higher.  An 
exception  to  the  trend  is  provided  by  Switzerland,  sales 
to  which  country  are  appreciably  lower  than  in  1960.

A  monograph  in  the  Elsevier  series  on  toxic  agents,  the 
book  supplies  a  compact,  readable  and  comprehensive 
account  of  its  subject  matter — the  toxicology  and  biochemis- 
try of  aromatic  hydrocarbons.  The  first  part  provides  an 
account  of  the  subject  from  the  viewpoint  of  basic  chem- 
istry, nomenclature,  sources,  uses,  analysis,  toxicology  and 
prevention.  The  second  part  consists  of  a  detailed  discussion 
of  twenty  individual  hydrocarbons  of  industrial  importance. 
A  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  polycyclic  aromatic  hydro- 
carbons and  a  consideration  of  the  carcinogenic  properties 
exhibited  by  some  of  them.  The  final  chapter  deals  with 
industrial  aromatic  hydrocarbon  mixtures — solvents,  fuels 
and  lubricants.  There  are  a  useful  glossary  of  terms  in 
common  use  in  the  petroleum  industry,  an  index  and  an 
adequate  list  of  references.  Primarily  of  interest  to  the 
physician,  hygienist  or  toxicologist  concerned  with  the  in- 
dustrial hazards  of  these  compounds,  this  book  should  be 
welcomed  as  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  literature  of 
the  subject. 

Historical  Notes  on  Old  Sheffield  Druggists 

JOHN  austen.  J.  W .  Northend,  Ltd.,  West  Street,  Shef- 
field. 91  x  6  in.  Pp.  109.  15s. 
The  attractiveness  of  this  book  is  twofold.  It  is  factual,  pro- 
viding an  authentic  account  of  the  Sheffield  druggists  from 
the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century  to  the  passing  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  in  1868.  It  is  also  full  of  anecdotes  concern- 
ing individual  druggists.  The  book  may  therefore  be  treated 
as  a  reference  book  or  read  only  for  its  general  interest. 
The  material  is  essentially  the  information  gathered  together 
by  John  Austen  and  used  originally  for  two  lectures  de- 
livered before  the  "  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society  "  in  1902  and  1903.  It  is  a  book  from  which  one  may 
quote  endlessly,  either  quaint  recipes  or  detailed  sketches  of 
some  of  the  characters  to  which  Austen  referred.  There  is 
a  veterinary  recipe  for  the  "  yellows  " :  "  Take  a  pound  of 
living  hog  lice,  add  salt  of  tartar  half  an  ounce,  salt  of  shell 
3  drachms,  Saffron  2  drachms,  best  myrrh  2  drachms,  make 
these  into  powder  and  give  it  to  the  horse  for  4  doses." 
There  is  also  a  picture  of  Mr.  Machon,  who  cultivated  a 
veterinary  trade  and  supplied  small  country  shops  with 
drugs  and  drysalteries.  He  is  described  as  having  no  special 
hobbies,  "  his  recreation  was  work,  and  work  only.  He  is 


exports  to  the  United  States  was  off-set  by  a  reduction 
in  those  shipped  to  Canada,  which  had  previously 
appeared  to  be  recovering.

The  kind  of  work 
done  in  a  druggist  shop  in  Sheffield  during  the  1830's  is 
gleaned  from  records  made  by  John  Acton  who,  on  March 
18,  1835,  arose  at  "eight  minutes  before  eight  o'clock,"  and 
in  the  afternoon  "  emptied  a  £2  cask  of  Ivory  Black,  un- 
packed a  Hamper,  emptied  Paris  White  Cask,  pumped  oil 
and  then  after  tea  I  had  the  dusting  to  do."  On  October  6, 
1836,  he  records,  "I  have  been  busy  since  Saturday  in 
making  Hyd.  Sulph.  Nig.  3  lbs."  On  March  30,  1837,  he 
writes,  "  I  have  been  busy  all  day.  In  first  place  I  weighed 
a  large  drawfull  of  Flowers  of  Sulphur — then  a  parcel  of 
amylum,  then  I  pounded  10  oz.  Cort  Canelia,  then  2  lb. 
Aloes,  and  made  2  lb.  6  oz.  Pulv.  Aloes  et  Canelia.  Then  I 
pounded  and  put  through  the  lawn  sieve  3  lb.  aloes  besides 
serving  customers.  I  never  did  a  better  day's  work  in  my 
life."  The  book  also  contains  an  illustrative  description  by 
Agnes  Lothian  of  the  John  Acton  collection  of  drug  jars 
now  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  museum,  and  a  fore- 
word by  Sir  Hugh  Linstead.

The  important  subject  of  organo-metallic  compounds  is 
currently  receiving  much  attention.  These  substances  are 
proving  valuable  for  synthetic  purposes,  as  catalysts,  fuels, 
high-temperature  lubricants  and  have  provided  important 
new  information  in  connection  with  modern  valency 
theory.  This  book  was  first  published  in  Methuen's 
Monograph  series  in  1956.  The  original  work,  however,  has 
been  thoroughly  revised  and  expanded  both  in  length  and 
format.  Most  of  the  text  has  been  rewritten  and  much  new 
matter  incorporated,  particularly  in  the  sections  on  the 
alkali  metals,  boron,  tin  and  the  transition  elements.  Par- 
ticularly suitable  for  the  honours  student  or  research 
worker  seeking  an  introduction  to  the  subject,  the  treatment 
is  not  intended  to  be  comprehensive.  The  greatly  expanded 
last  chapter  on  the  organic  compounds  of  transition  ele- 
ments, contains  a  valuable,  up-to-date  section  on  the  cyclo- 
pentadienyls.

PHARMACIES  OF  BRITAIN 


REGENCY  PHARMACY  AT  BRIDPORT 

Labels  still  extant  testify  that  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  John  Bingham,  M.P.S.,  24  East  Street,  Bridport,  Dorset,  was  in 
existence  at  least  as  early  as  1831,  to  which  date  the  style  of  architecture  would  be  appropriate.  The  oldest  surviving 
prescription  book  dates  to  1863. 
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PROFIT  WITHOUT  RISK 

A  few  words  of  wisdom  on  the  important  matters  of  buying, 
costing,  relating  stocks  to  turnover,  and  raising  capital 


TO  assert  that  it  might  be  possible  to  make  a  profit 
without  any  risk  at  all  would  be  claiming  too  much, 
but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  risk  should  not  be 
reduced. 

First  it  is  necessary  to  know  precisely  what  profit  is 
being  made,  and  what  part  each  section  of  the  business 
is  playing  in  contributing  to  that  profit.  It  is  unfortunately 
true  that  far  too  few  pharmacists  in  retail  business  have 
any  clear  idea  of  the  make-up  of  their  profits.  The  reason 
appears  to  be  that  in  the  past  they  have  had  so  little 
opportunity  to  gain  a  comprehensive  training  in  business. 
The  sum  total  of  knowledge  they  possess  has  usually  been 
gleaned  from  years  of  experience  as  the  manager  of  some- 
one else's  business.  Such  training  has  served  its  useful 
purpose,  but  it  has  become  outlived,  for  the  modern  world 
of  business  is  more  keenly  competitive  thar  at  any  previ- 
ous time,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  any  business  to 
progress  except  by  planned  intention. 

Buying 

Good  buying  is  without  doubt  the  basis  upon  which  a 
good  profit  is  determined.  It  is  important  that  stock  should 
be  bought  at  the  right  time  and  put  before  the  customer 
to  be  quickly  sold  at  a  profit.  To  buy  goods  on  a  long- 
term  basis,  unless  one  is  in  an  isolated  spot,  without  fre- 
quent service  from  a  wholesaler,  is  far  too  speculative  for 
the  average  buyer,  and  few  are  brave  enough  to  resort  to  it. 
There  are,  however,  certain  "  safe  "  forward  buys.  For  in- 
stance, 3  doz.  hot-water  bottles  bought  in  August,  at  a 
price  that  will  enable  them  to  be  sold  for  4s.  lid.  each, 
is  sound,  but  to  buy  more  than  one  expensive  electric  blan- 
ket could  mean  that  one  of  them  would  finish  up  on  the 
bed  of  the  pharmacist  in  an  effort  to  avert  a  complete  write- 
off. Another  unhappy  purchase  may  well  be  of  something 
that  "  sells  like  hot  cakes."  There  are,  say,  three  sizes — 
2s.;  3s.  6d.;  and  6s.  6d. — and  it  is  the  small  sizes  that  are 
in  constant  demand.  Of  the  large  size,  one  might 
sell  six  in  a  year.  The  makers  offer  a  "  special  parcel  " 
that  gives  an  extra  profit  margin,  but  it  contains  6  doz., 
3  doz.  and  1  doz.,  respectively,  of  the  three  sizes,  in  that 
order.  The  sting  is  in  the  tail  of  the  order,  for  it  is  a  cer- 
tainty that  any  extra  profit  on  the  smaller  sizes  will  be 
anchored  to  the  shelves  in  the  order  of  1  doz.  at  6s.  6d., 
a  constant  charge  upon  the  department  concerned  and  a 
silent  reproach. 

Successful  buying  enables  the  stock  to  be  turned  over 
approximately  four  times  a  year.  Some  articles  turn  more 
quickly  than  others,  but  the  average  of  once  every  three 
months  should  be  kept  to  as  strictly  as  is  possible.  If  the 
stock  turns  over  much  less  quickly  than  that  it  could  be 
the  result  of  over-buying,  or  even  of  disproportionate  buy- 
ing in  which  the  requirements  of  the  customers  have  not 
quite  been  met.  If  it  is  quicker,  then  the  position  is  good, 
owing  to  the  increased  turnover  and,  in  turn,  net  profits. 

Constantly  there  appear  advertisements  for  products 
whose  manufacturer  offers  additional  discounts  that  are 
most  attractively  interpreted  as  being  perhaps,  40  per  cent, 
or  50  per  cent,  on  cost.  There  is  a  catch,  of  course,  for 
to  gain  those  bounties  the  chemist  is  expected  to  buy  at 
least  three  times  as  much  as  he  needs  for  his  normal  re- 
quirements. Naturally  nobody  can  expect  to  get  anything 
for  nothing,  and  the  manufacturer  is  the  least  likely  person 
to  give  it  for  he  is  in  business  for  profit,  and  even  a  gift 
must  have  some  return.  The  offer  is  a  good  thing  for  some 
chemists  to  take  up,  recognisably  unattractive  to  others. 


Between  the  two  is  an  area  that  requires  careful  study 
of  the  merits  of  each  situation.  The  offers  are  usually  made 
during  a  slack  period  for  particular  articles.  Either  the 
manufacturer  wishes  to  clear  his  shelves,  or  he  has  over- 
produced, or  he  wishes  to  forestall  a  competitor.  Whatever 
the  cause  it  would  be  reasonable  to  assume  that  in  all  pro- 
bability holding  the  product  stored  would  cost  more  than 
to  reduce  the  price  and  get  rid  of  it.  He  is,  in  fact,  shifting 
on  to  the  purchaser  the  whole  of  the  responsibility  of  it, 
and  consequently  the  risk  of  a  loss  of  profits  should  the 
demand  diminish.  If  the  entire  bonus  purchase  can  be  sold 
fairly  quickly,  then  the  retailer's  venture  has  been  a  suc- 
cessful one,  but  for  a  large  number  of  others  the  odds 
are  against  such  happy  results. 

That  is  all  very  well,  the  reader  might  say,  but  some  loss 
must  be  involved  if  the  cost  has  been  reduced  for  any  of 
those  reasons.  True,  but  it  is  most  certainly  a  compensating 
one,  which  is  different  from  an  almost  total  loss.  The 
people  who  run  every  large  concern  have  its  costs  calcu- 
lated to  the  last  penny,  and  in  doing  so  they  take  into 
consideration  not  only  the  cost  of  materials,  but  costs  of 
labour,  handling,  storage,  general  overheads,  such  as  rent 
and  rates,  etc.,  and  advertising.  If  any  one  or  more  of 
these  costs  increases  because  the  article  has  to  be  held 
longer,  owing  to  slack  sales,  then  the  producer's  margin 
of  profit,  already  small,  is  going  to  diminish  and  soon  reach 
the  uneconomic  level.  The  extra  inducement  must  be 
offered  if  that  is  to  be  avoided. 

Costing  Applied  to  Retailing 

The  producer's  outlook  should  become  the  buyer's  if 
he  is  to  avoid  making  mistakes  in  buying.  It  has  already 
been  stated  that  it  is  the  buying  that  lays  the  foundation 
of  a  satisfactory  profit.  The  principles  of  costing  may  be 
applied  to  a  single  pharmacy  just  as  they  may  be  to  a  large 
company.  If  the  retailer's  business  is  considered  as  con- 
sisting of  separate  departments  a  clearer  picture  of  its 
trading  and  profits  will  be  obtained.  Departmentalising  the 
business  will  also  make  it  a  great  deal  easier  to  plan  and 
institute  economies  where  necessary,  or  to  expand  under 
proper  control.  To  start  with,  the  number  of  sq.  ft.  occu- 
pied by  the  business  is  measured,  and  then  the  proportion 
of  that  space  taken  up  by  each  section.  The  overhead  costs 
can  then  be  apportioned  accordingly. 

There  are  two  types  of  costs  to  be  considered — the  direct 
and  the  indirect.  Direct  costs  are  incurred  when  stock  is 
bought.  They  usually  consist  of  the  product's  price,  carri- 
age, breakages  and  returns.  Indirect  costs  include  rent,  rates, 
salaries,  heating,  book-keeping,  advertising,  interest  paid 
at  the  bank,  lighting,  postage,  repairs,  cleaning,  stationery 
and  wrapping  materials,  insurance  and  telephone.  The 
dividing  line  between  some  of  those  items  may  appear 
vague,  but  provided  the  division  is  adhered  to  throughout 
any  one  business  it  will  not  greatly  affect  the  result.  An 
analysis  of  costs  should  be  kept  using  those  or  similar 
headings,  and  the  costs  should  be  apportioned  in  relation  to 
each  department. 

•  For  the  purpose  of  simplicity,  let  the  pharmacy  be  con- 
sidered as  consisting  of  three  departments:  Patents,  toilets 
and  dispensing,  and  the  space  occupied  by  each  is  in  the 
relation  of  2:1:2.  That  will  determine  what  part  of  the 
fixed  costs,  such  as  rates  and  rent,  should  be  charged  to 
each.  Other  collective  costs  would  require  to  be  apportioned 
in  the  same  way.  The  turnover  in  each  department  will: 
have  to  be  separated  by  whatever  method  is  found  the  most 
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convenient.  Ideally  it  would  be  by  separate  tills,  but  that 
method  is  not  essential  so  long  as  the  amounts  can  be 
easily  identified.  The  record  will  need  to  be  kept  on  a 
weekly  basis,  and  the  purchases  and  expenses  for  the  week 
allocated  in  their  correct  proportions.  For  example,  if 
there  are  two  assistants,  one  might  possibly  spend  more  of 
her  time  on  the  cosmetics  counter  than  the  other.  If  that  is 
so  then  the  greater  part  of  her  salary  will  be  charged  to 
that  section,  and  vice  versa.  Similarly  the  pharmacist  will 
possibly  devote  himself  in  the  main  to  the  dispensary,  and  a 
less  amount  of  time  to  the  counters.  His  own  cost  will 
also  need  to  be  charged  proportionately  to  each  section  of 
the  business. 

In  the  beginning  of  any  period  the  opening  value  of  each 
section's  stock  is  important.  It  can  usually  be  obtained  from 
the  stocktaking  certificate.  To  that  figure  will  need  to  be 
added  the  value  of  subsequent  purchases.  To  obtain  a 
monthly  percentage  of  profit  would  entail  a  monthly  stock- 
taking, and  that  is  obviated  by  streamlining  the  system 
by  considering  only  the  comparative  values.  For  example, 
if  in  January  £200  was  turned  over  on  cosmetics,  that  could 
represent  an  approximate  net  cost  of  £150.  If  purchases  for 
the  same  period  had  amounted  to  £100.  then  the  stock  level 
would  be  reduced  by  £50.  If,  during  the  next  month,  the 
figures  were  roughly  £150  sales,  £205  purchases,  they  would 
show  that  the  £50  of  the  previous  month  had  been  replaced, 
and  another  £50  of  stock  besides.  Obviously,  unless  that  was 
the  intention,  a  line  must  be  drawn  somewhere.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  profit  would  have  to  be  shared  by 
other  expenses,  and  if  those,  too,  took  an  upward  turn,  the 
other  departments  would  have  to  "  carry  "  cosmetics,  with  a 
general  decrease  in  profits  all  round.  That  example  gives 
rather  an  oversimplified  picture,  but  it  does  serve  to  illus- 
trate the  basic  principle  and  the  comparative  value  of  a 
monthly  costing  system. 

The  percentage  gross  profit  made  by  each  department  at 
the  end  of  the  year  may  be  quite  easily  calculated  after  the 
annual  stocktaking.  The  method  is  to  add  the  opening  stock 
to  the  total  purchases,  and  deduct  the  closing  stock  (which 
will  be  the  opening  stock  for  the  new  year).  That  gives  the 
amount  of  stock  sold  during  the  year.  That  figure  is  de- 
ducted from  the  turnover  and  the  gross  profit  remains,  and 
it  is  then  simple  to  calculate  the  percentage  gross,  and  also 
the  actual  profit  made  after  all  the  appropriate  expenses 
have  been  deducted  and  allowed.  If  the  pharmacist  has 
been  guided  by  the  monthly  comparison,  the  success  of  his 
efforts  should  reflect  at  that  point  in  the  net  profit,  and 
be  a  clear  indication  of  controlled  expense  and  prudent 
buying. 

The  inauguration  of  a  cost  analysis  system  need  not  en- 
tail much  additional  time  in  book-keeping,  for  where 
method  and  system  already  exist  it  would  add  little  more 
than  an  hour  a  week.  The  extra  time  and  effort  are  amply 
rewarded.  To  return  to  the  previously  mentioned  attractive 
bonus  offer,  if  the  owner  of  the  business  could  afford  to 
take  advantage  of  every  inducement  put  forward  for  extra 
profit,  his  stock  would  have  to  be  increased,  which  would 
put  up  costs,  and  a  point  could  be  reached  at  which  it 
would  effect  a  greater  saving  to  reduce  the  stock  instead. 

Additional  Capital 

Sometimes  it  is  felt  necessary  to  increase  one's  stock,  but 
if  that  would  necessitate  obtaining  money  from  the  bank, 
the  matter  should  be  given  most  careful  consideration.  It 
could  mean  an  overdraft  on  which  is  levied  a  charge  that 
will  vary  according  to  the  amount  taken  up,  but  the  charge 
would  not  vary  if  the  money  was  in  the  form  of  a  fixed 
loan.  This  additional  charge  needs  to  be  offset  against 
the  departments  concerned,  plus  the  possibility  of  addi- 
tional staff  and  storage  space  required  to  properly  handle 
the  increase,  and  if  the  raising  of  stock  levels  has  been 
influenced  by  the  possibility  of  taking  advantage  of  bulk 
buying  discounts,  the  expected  benefits  could  be  nullified. 
After  all  it  is  unwise  to  pay  more  for  stock  and  money 
than  the  extra  terms  would  return,  and  it  would  be  better 


by  far  to  pay  for  the  capital  outlay  on  stock  gradually  out 
of  profits,  unless  there  are  considerations  that  would  over- 
rule such  a  course. 

Conclusion 

To  get  the  maximum  from  a  business  some  saving  of 
waste,  whether  it  be  in  materials,  money  or  spirit,  must  be 
made,  and  such  saving  can  only  be  successful  when  its 
total  value  is  preserved  without  prejudice  in  other  direc- 
tions. The  cost  and  retail  prices  of  stock  are  fixed.  If  the 
rent  were  increased  overnight  by  500  per  cent,  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  raise  the  selling  price  to  cover  the  added 
charge.  Any  economy  must  retain  the  trading  balance. 

Medical  Abstracts 

A  RESPIRATORY  STIMULANT  IS  TESTED 

Vanillic  acid  diethylamide.*  known  in  the  United  States  as 
ethamivan.  has  been  administered  by  intravenous  infusion  in 
five  per  cent,  dextrose  solution  to  forty-three  cases  of  res- 
piratory depression  reported  by  Silipo  and  others  (J. A.M. A., 
1961.  177.  122)  from  the  U.S.  Veterans  Administration  Hos- 
pital and  University  of  Miami  School  of  Medicine.  The  drug 
proved  a  valuable  stimulant  in  patients  with  severe  barbi- 
turate poisoning,  in  patients  with  chronic  pulmonary  emphy- 
sema and  in  other  clinical  states  associated  with  impaired 
ventilation.  Occasional  side  effects  included  generalised 
pruritis  or  restlessness,  each  in  three  patients,  muscular 
twitching  (in  two  cases)  and.  in  one  patient,  sneezing.  Those 
symptoms  could,  in  all  but  two  cases,  be  controlled  by  de- 
creasing the  rate  of  infusion.

ETHOSUXIMIDE  CONTROL  OF  PETIT  MAL 

Treatment  of  petit  mal  epilepsy  with  drugs  is  often  accom- 
panied by  unpleasant  side-effects  induced  by  the  therapeutic 
agents  employed.  Clinical  trials  have  shown  that  derivatives 
of  the  basic  succinimide  molecule  produce  less  toxic  reac- 
tion while  retaining,  in  the  case  of  ethosuximide  (chemically, 
a  ethyl-«  methylsuccinimide).  an  effective  level  of  control. 
Heathfield  and  Jewesbury  report  an  investigation  (Brit.  med. 
J..  1961.  II.  565)  in  which  that  compound*  was  administered 
to  fifty  hospital  out-patients.  Attacks  in  twenty-seven  in- 
stances were  controlled  for  up  to  two  years  with  a  thrice 
daily  average  dose  of  250  mgm.  (one  capsule);  and  in  seven 
cases  it  was  possible  to  withdraw  therapy  gradually  after 
about  six  months  without  recurrence  of  symptoms.  No  seri- 
ous toxic  reactions  were  observed  but  initial  transient  side- 
effects  such  as  drowsiness  or  nausea  in  some  patients  lead  to 
the  recommendation  that  treatment  should  commence  with 
only  one  or  two  capsules  a  day.

Veterinary  Abstracts 

TREATING  FOOTROT  WITH  FORMALIN 

During  field  trials  designed  to  devise  an  ideal  method  of 
eradicating  footrot  from  sheet  and  goats,  workers  at  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Central  Veterin- 
ary Laboratory,  Weybridge,  Surrey,  found  it  possible  to 
remove  infection  almost  entirely  from  an  ordinary  com- 
mercial flock  using  10  per  cent,  formalin  as  the  medicament, 
provided  the  animals'  feet  were  properly  prepared  before- 
hand. A  report  on  the  trials,  by  Annie  I.  Littlejohn  (Vet. 
Rec,  1961.  73.  773),  mentions  that  the  proportion  of  cures 
(Sl-'S  per  cent.)  resulting  from  a  single  treatment  might  have 
been  higher  but  for  the  wet  summer  of  1957  (the  period  dur- 
ing which  the  test  was  carried  out).  It  is  pointed  out  that, 
because  chloramphenicol  and  some  other  agents  now 
available  are  incompatible  with  formaldehyde,  their  use  is 
contra-indicated  when  footrot  eradication  based  on  the  for- 
malin foot-bath  is  contemplated.  Points  favouring  formalin 
over  other  medicaments  include  its  relative  cheapness,  ready 
availability  to  farmers,  ease  of  disposal  (cf.  copper  and 
arsenic  preparations)  and  non-staining  properties.  It  is  astrin- 
gent but  (unlike  copper  sulphate)  does  not  harden  normal 
horny  tissue.  A  disadvantage  is  the  irritant  formaldehyde 
vapour  evolved.

granular  form.  The  material  is  claimed 
to  have  the  highest  available  chlorine 
figure  (121  per  cent.)  of  any  chlorine 
bleach.

There  is  understood  to  be  no  risk  of 
chlorine  being  produced  at  higher  pu 
levels.  The  compound  should  over- 
come the  disadvantages  in  transport  and 
storage  hitherto  inherent  in  handling 
hypochlorites  in  bulk.

Sun-screen  Chemical. — Aktiebolaget 
Bofors  Nobelkrut,  Sweden,  have  com- 
menced production  of  glyceryl  p-amino 
benzoate  on  a  pilot  plant  scale.  The 
material  is  used  extensively  in  the 
United  States  as  a  filter  for  ultra- 
violet light  in  sun-protective  prepara- 
tions. Comparisons  carried  out  in  the 
Bofors  research  laboratories  with  other 
ultra-violet  absorbing  substances  are 
understood  to  have  shown  that  glyceryl 
/>-aminobenzoate  possesses  the  best  u/v 
absorbing  capacity  in  that  region  of  the 
ultra-violet  spectrum  (2,000  A-3,200  A) 
that  causes  skin  irritations.  It  was  also 


found  that  the  material  absorbs  only 
a  small  part  of  the  u/v  light  (73,200  A) 
that  causes  pigment  formation  without 
skin  irritation.  Glyceryl  p-aminoben- 
zoate  is  soluble  in  water  and  is  most 
suitable  for  use  in  cream  or  emulsion 
preparations.

Silicone    Treatment    of    Powders. — 

Work  carried  out  on  the  treatment  of 
various  powdery  materials  with  sili- 
cones suggests  that  powders  and 
granular  materials  can  be  made  less 
susceptible  to  moisture  and  that,  pro- 
perly treated,  dry  powders  do  not  cake 
on  prolonged  storage.  Dusting  tenden- 
cies are  reduced  and  the  water-repel- 
lency  imparted  by  the  treatment  is  an 
added  benefit  to  powders  used  in  such 
products  as  cosmetic  or  skin  medicants; 
the  silicone  treatment  of  baby  pow- 
ders and  face  powders  would  appear  to 
give  substantial  advantages.  Among  the 
materials  so  far  treated  are  salt,  sugar, 
chalk,  PVC  powders,  talc,  zinc  stear- 
ate  and  borax.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment has  been  to  mix  the  powder 
thoroughly  with  a  solution  of  either 
MS  200/350cS  fluid  or  MS  1107  in  a 
suitable  solvent  followed  by  drying  and, 
in  some  cases,  a  short  heat  cure.  The 
effective  concentration  needs  to  be 
determined  experimentally  for  each 
powder,  but  generally  0-5-5  per  cent,  is 
effective,  according  to  Midland  Sili- 
cones, Ltd.,  68  Knightsbridge,  London, 
S.W.I,  who  have  been  conducting  ex- 
periments in  that  field.

London,  August  30:  The  retarded  pace  of  business  noted  in  our  two 
previous  reports  showed  little  change  during  the  week. 

The  political  situation  in  Brazil  has 
upset  the  prices  of  commodities  coming 
from  that  country.  Menthol  was  six- 
pence per  lb.  dearer  at  47s..  in  bond, 
while  Peppermint  oil  was  ninepence 
dearer  on  the  spot  and  one  shilling 
dearer  for  shipment.  The  prolonged 
drought  in  the  mint  growing  areas  must 
also  be  partially  responsible  for  the 
present  hardening  of  prices.  Other 
Brazilian  commodities  marked  up  inclu- 
ded Bois  de  rose,  by  sixpence  per  lb. 
and  Carnauba  wax  by  15s.  to  20s.  a 
cwt.  according  to  position.  Agar  was 
slightly  lower  for  shipment.

Among  Aromatic  Seeds  English 
Mustard  has  been  cleared  and  the  new 
crop  is  expected  to  be  ready  for 
delivery  in  about  three  to  four  weeks. 

Demand  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemi- 
cals remained  quiet  but  among  Agri- 
cultural Chemicals  a  large  demand 
has  arisen  for  Sodium  arsenite  from 
Malaya  where  it  is  used  as  a  weed- 
killer on  the  rubber  plantations.  The 
Malayan  Government  imposed  a  ban 
on  the  use  of  the  chemical  due  to  the 
heavy  toll  of  livestock  death  resulting 
from  cattle  feeding  on  weed  sprayed 
with  it.  Importers  received  a  year's 
notice  of  the  ban  in  August  1960  but 
following  strong  representation  by  the 
rubber  industry  the  Government  deci- 
ded to  defer  enforcement  of  the  ban  on 
September  1  for  six  months.

ANAPROTIN. — Chemistry:  Androstan- 17-/8-01-3- 
one  or  androstanolone.

The  androgens  generally 
have  a  considerable  influence  on  protein  meta- 
bolism quite  apart  from  their  virilising  action, 
and  are  of  value  in  improving  metabolic  balance 
and  promoting  tissue  repair.  In  such  circum- 
stances androgenic  effects  are  undesired,  and  in 
androstanolone  this  problem  has  been  overcome 
by  a  slight  modification  of  the  testosterone 
structure,  by  which  the  virilising  action  has  been 
much  reduced,  yet  the  protein-anabolic  potency 
is  virtually  unimpaired.  Androstanolone  is  also 
available  as  Anabolex,  and  other  compounds 
with  protein-anabolic  properties  associated  with 
a  reduced  virilising  action  are  represented  by 
mestanolone  (Androstalone),  methandienone 
(Dianabol),  methylandrostenediol  (Stenediol). 
nandrolone  (Durabolin),  norethandrolone  (Nil- 
evar),  and  oxymetholone  (Adroyd,  Anapolon). 

DIDREX.  —  Chemistry:  D-N-benzyl-N-alpha- 
dimethyl-phenethylamine  hydrochloride.  This 
compound  is  related  to  the  sympathomimetic 
amines,  but  unlike  the  amphetamines  it  has  little 
cardiovascular  or  central  nervous  system  stimu- 
lant activity.  The  main  effect  is  that  of  depres- 
sion of  appetite  without  loss  of  food  apprecia- 
tion. Other  appetite  depressant  compounds  with 
reduced  stimulant  effects  are  represented  by 
Eventin  (cyclohexyl-isopropyl  methylamine). 
Lucofen  (chlorphenyl-2-methyl  propylamine), 
Duromine  (phenyl  tertiary  butylamine)  and  Pre- 
ludin  (phenmetrazine).  The  stimulant  properties 
of  the  amphetamine  appetite  depressants  can  be 
reduced  by  presentation  in  long-acting  forms, 
and  products  formulated  on  that  basis  are 
Durophet  Owvo  and  d(?xiro-amphetamine  resin- 
ates),  Dexten  (dexamphetamine  resinate)  and 
Levonor  (firvo-amphetamine  alginate). 

DISULPHINE  BLUE. — Chemistry:  The  mono- 
sodium  salt  of  anhydro-4:4'-bis  diethylamino- 
triphenyl  methanol-2":4"  disulphonic  acid. 
This  substance,  when  injected  intravenously,  is 
rapidly  taken  up  by  and  stains  the  living  tissues 
r.f  the  body,  the  rate  of  staining  being  related 
to  the  richness  of  the  blood  supply.  Thus  the 
skin  changes  in  about  one  minute,  and  the 
whole  body  becomes  stained  in  3-5  minutes. 
Non-viable  or  dead  tissue  does  not  stain,  and 
the  drug  is  therefore  of  considerable  value  in 
delineating  damaged  areas  in  burns,  accidents 
and  other  tissue  injuries.  Kiton  green,  vital  red 
and  fluorescein  sodium  have  also  been  used  for 
similar  purposes,  the  latter  also  to  localise  brain 
tumours;  patent  blue  is  used  in  lymphangio- 
graphy to  define  the  lymphatic  vessels. 

GING1CAIN. — Constituents:  Amethocaine,  ben- 
zocaine,  benzalkonium  chloride,  ethyl  alcohoL, 
propylene  glycol  and  adjuvants  with  difluorodi- 
chloromethane  and  tetrafluorodichlorethane  as 
aerosol  propellants.  The  preparation  is  intended 
to  reduce  the  pain  of  injections  and  other 
dental  procedures.  Other  anaesthetic  preparations 
suitable  for  application  to  mucous  membranes 
include  preparations  of  lignocaine  such  as 
Duncaine  viscous,  Xylocaine  viscous  and  Xylo- 
dase.  Xylodase  contains  hyaluronidase  to  facili- 
tate absorption  and  spread  of  the  analgesic. 

NOBEPYROL. — Constituents:  A  solution  of  acry- 
lic resin  in  a  mixture  of  acetic  esters,  together 
with  crude  coal  tar  and  tetramethylthiuram 
disulphide.  When  applied  to  the  skin,  the 
resin  forms  a  plastic  transparent  film  which 
acts  as  a  carrier  for  the  tar  and  the  TMTD. 
Tar  has  wide  therapeutic  applications  in  der- 
matology, particularly  when  pruritus  is  also  a 
factor.  TMTD  has  both  antiseptic  and  sun- 
screening  properties  and  also  offsets  any  photo- 
sensitising  effects  of  the  coal  tar.  Octaflex  is 
another  plastic  dressing,  containing  a  quater- 
nary ammonium  antiseptic  and  a  methacrylate 
resin  dissolved  in  ethyl  acetate  and  alcohol. 

NORLUTIN-A. — Chemistry:  The  active  acid  ester 
17-ethinyl-19-»ior-testosterone,  or  norethisterone, 
also  referred  to  as  M-B-acetoxy-17-ethinyl- 
cestr-4-en-3one.  This  compound  is  a  powerful 
oral  progestogen,  being  about  twice  as  active 
as  the  parent  alcohol  nor-ethisterone,  and  it 
indicates  the  influence  esterification  may  have 


on  potency.  The  base  alcohol,  also  available  as 
Primulot-N,  is  also  much  more  powerful  than 
ethisterone,  from  which  it  differs  only  by  the 
loss  of  a  methyl  group.  Ethisterone  is  known 
as  Lutocyclin,  Progestoral  and  Gestone  oral, 
and  is  present  with  oestradiol  or  related  drugs 
in  a  variety  of  products.  Other  orally  active 
progestogens  are  represented  by  allylcestrenol 
(Gestanin),  dimethisterone  (Secrosteron)  and 
norethynodrel  (Enavtd).  Progesterone  is  not 
active  orally,  but  injectable  preparations  in- 
clude Gestone,  Lutocyclin-M  and  Lutoform. 

VASCARDIN.  Chemistry:  1 :4-3 : 6-dianhydro- 
sorbitol  dinitrate,  also  known  as  sorbide  nitrate. 
The  nitrates  of  a  number  of  simple  sugars  are 
used  therapeutically  in  the  treatment  of  coron- 
ary insufficiency,  and  Vascardin  is  a  product 
of  that  type,  being  derived  from  sorbitol,  a 
sugar  present  in  many  fruits  (but  not  grapes). 
The  compound  has  a  prolonged  and  steady 
action  but,  in  common  with  many  similar 
organic  nitrates,  it  may  cause  headache  in  the 
initial  stages  of  therapy.  Analogous  products 
include  the  tetranitrates  of  pentaerythritol 
(Mycardol;  Peritratc;  Peritrate  S.A.;  Pentral 
Tempules);  propatylnitrate  (Gina);  triethanol- 
amine  trinitrate  (Praenitrona)  (as  phosphate  in 
Vasomed);  and  various  preparations  of  glyceryl 
trinitrate  including  Angised,  Nitrocine  and  the 
longer  acting  Sustac. 

VASOLASTINE. — Constituents:  Amine  oxidase, 
tyrosinase  and  "  enzymes  of  lipid  metabol- 
ism "  in  a  stabilising  solvent.  The  rise  in  blood 
cholesterol  associated  with  atherosclerosis  may 
be  due  to  partial  metabolic  failure,  such  as  a 
reduction  in  the  degree  of  oxidative  deamina- 
tion,  or  a  disturbance  in  the  enzyme  systems 
concerned  with  the  metabolism  of  fats.  A  de- 
ficiency of  such  enzymes  would  lead  to  an 
increase  in  the  blood  level  of  lipids,  and  Vaso- 
lastine  is  stated  to  contain  the  enzymes  neces- 
sary to  restore  and  stabilise  the  deficiency. 
Other  products  used  to  reduce  blood  choles- 
terol include  Linosclerin  (ethyl  linoleic  acid, 
pyridoxine  and  alpha-tocopherol);  Lipostabil 
(soya  bean,  phosphatides,  pyridoxine  and  alpha- 
tocopherol),  Arcofac  (linoleic  acid,  pyridoxine 
and  vitamin  E),  M.E.R.  29  (triparanol)  and 
large  doses  of  nicotinic  acid.
